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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


of  Maltby  Urban  District 

Taking  care  to  make  allowances  for  the  annual  fluctuations  which 
are  inevitable  in  statistics  based  upon  a  population  of  14,000,  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  Maltby  has  the  highest  birth  rate  in  the  West  Riding, 
has  a  steady  natural  increase  in  population,  a  freedom  from  fatality 
due  to  the  infectious  diseases  of  childhood,  a  rather  poor  record  for 
infant  survival  because  of  birth  accidents,  prematurity  and  congenital 
malformations,  and  that  the  three  main  killing  diseases  are  heart 
disease,  chest  infections  and  cancer. 

In  the  fatality  tables  persistent  blanks  are  being  seen  under  the 
headings  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough,  measles,  syphilis 
and  maternal  causes. 

The  same  progress  is  not  noticeable  under  the  three  classifications 
Occidents’,  ’bronchitis’  and  ’pneumonia’.  Persistent  propaganda  is 
required  to  cut  down  the  loss  of  life  in  industry,  on  the  roads  and  in 
the  homes  and  a  campaign  for  cleaner  air  is  also  required  to  reduce  the 
excessive  number  of  fatalities  from  chest  trouble.  Britain  has  the 
highest  bronchitis  rate  in  the  world  in  spite  of  an  expensive  Health 
Service  and  the  Maltby  records  show  that  the  district,  although  less 
bronchitic  than  larger  urban  districts,  is  still  below  ideal  standards. 

At  this  point,  it  is  inevitable  that  attention  should  be  drawn  to 
the  close  connection  between  smoking  and  chest  troubles  and  to  the  need 
for  a  check  in  the  steadily  increasing  sale  of  tobacco. 

Diseases  of  the  elderly  become  more  common  as  the  pensioner 
population  increases  and  so  does  the  need  for  more  hospital  beds  and 
more  home  attention.  The  elderly  pensioner  living  in  a  house  alone, 
with  no  relatives  or  friends  and  with  a  steady  loss  of  ability  to  prepare 
meals,  keep  the  fire  going  and  attend  to  ordinary  cleanliness  of  the 
person  is  a  responsibility  which  is  being  thrown  more  and  more  on  the 
local  authority.  Home  Nurses,  Home  Helps  and  Health  Visitors  cope 
with  their  share  of  this  problem  in  an  able  way,  but  their  task  would  be 
considerably  easier  if  hospital  admission  was  more  readily  available 
for  elderly  people  who  become  bed-ridden. 

It  is  a  criticism  of  the  Community  when  elderly  people  die  alone. 

The  new  safeguard  against  this  is  the  Warden’s  Scheme  of  the  Council 
where  daily  visits  are  paid  to  pensioners  in  Council  bungalows  and  in 
privately  owned  houses.  An  additional  aid  to  the  elderly  is  Rolleston 
House  with  accommodation  for  42  persons. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  which  deals  with  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  shows  keen  attention  to  the 
purity  of  food  supplies,  to  housing  defects,  rodent  control  and  public 
cleansing.

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families 

In  a  large  scattered  division  such  as  this,  the  district  is 
partitioned  in  working  areas  for  health  visitors,  probation  officers, 
children1 s  officers,  education  welfare  officers  and  public  health 
inspectors,  so  that  it  is  an  advantage  to  consider  cases  of  child  neglect 
from  limited  areas  such  as  Maltby  or  Kiveton  Park,  so  that  all  the  social 
workers  attending  the  meetings  are  familiar  with  the  cases  on  the  agenda. 
Particular  attention  was  also  given  to  the  attendance  of  representatives 
of  voluntary  bodies  concerned  with  the  care  of  children. 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  for  the  care  of  Neglected  Children  were  held 
at  Maltby  and  Swallownest  in  March  and  September  I96I.  Over  20  members 
attended  these  meetings  and  14  cases  of  neglect  were  considered. 

No  prosecutions  of  parents  for  child  neglect  were  made  during  the 
year,  which  is  in  accordance  with  modern  practice,  because  «£  terms  of 
imprisonment  rarely  benefit  the  parents  and  sometimes  end  in  the  break-up 
of  the  homes.

The  intake  of  trainees  continues  to  rise  and,  in  spite  of  staffing 
difficulties  etc. ,  the  scope  of  work  is  being  steadily  expanded.  During 
the  year,  the  Male  Handicrafts  Instructor  commenced  a  course  of  training 
lasting  ten  months  and  a  temporary  replacement  was  appointed. 

Plans  are  now  well  advanced  for  a  further  extension  to  the  Centre, 
increasing  the  accommodation  to  take  116  trainees.  This  will  provide 
for  a  Junior  and  Senior  Centre  in  the  same  grounds  and  will  afford  a 
considerable  improvement  in  the  facilities  available. 

Three  buses  are  now  running  daily  to  convey  the  trainees  to  and  from 
the  Centre,  and  cover  the  Divisional  area.  In  addition,  children  are  being 
collected  from  Braithwell  by  one  of  the  buses.

Generally  speaking,  it  has  been  found  that  the  majority  of  property 
owners  and  agents  have  shown  themselves  willing  to  undertake  housing 
repairs  notified  to  them;  this  fact  being  evidenced  by  the  need  to  issue 
only  one  statutory  notice.  However,  not  all  work  is  done  as  expeditiously 
as  we  would  sometimes  desire,  and  irritating  delays  often  cause  concern 
to  the  aggrieved  tenant  -  and  my  Department l  Such  delays  are  often 
unintentional,  due  to  (a)  an  agent  having  to  await  instructions,  or 
confirmation  of  action  to  be  taken,  from  the  actual  owner,  or  (b) 
contractors  not  being  available  for  repairs  owing  to  pressure  of  work 
elsewhere.  The  latter  reason  is  the  more  prevalent,  and  frustrating, 
and  not  always  appreciated  by  the  tenant.  Nevertheless,  despite  the 
setbacks,  co-operation  can  generally  be  said  to  be  satisfactory.

In  June,  the  Authority  prosecuted  an  ice  cream  vending  firm  for 
contravention  of  Sec.  22  of  the  F.  &  D.A*  1955  (i*e*  absence  of  dealer's 
name  and  address  on  van)  and  of  Reg.  28  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  i960  (i.e.  absence  of  hot  water  in  washing  unit  and  lack  of 
soap  and  towels)  in  connection  with  one  of  their  vehicles,  and  for 
contravention  of  the  latter  regulation  on  a  second  vehicle.  The 
Magistrates'  Court  imposed  total  fines  of  £42.  0.  0.  plus  £ 3»  3*  0  costs. 


Constant  attention  is  paid  to  the  regulation  referred  to  above,  as 
all  too  often  one  finds  that  washing  units  are  not  kept  charged  with  hot 
water  -  the  vendors  expecting  that  units  will  last  a  whole  day  on  one 
filling.

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As  stated  previously,  the  number  of  traders  operating  regularly 
within  the  township  is  only  about  ^Qfjo  of  those  actually  registered. 

This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  traders  (particularly  in 
the  greengrocery  trade)  seek  to  establish  a  round  in  the  area,  find  that 
competition  is  too  keen,  and  then  pass  on  to  pastures  new. 

Of  the  eight  premises  registered,  only  four  are  now  in  use. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

With  some  exception,  the  general  standard  of  food  hygiene  was 
satisfactorily  maintained  by  food  traders  during  the  year.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  increasingly  more  heed  is  being  paid  nowadays  to  attractive 
and  hygienic  presentation  of  food  products,  and  that  the  housewife  is 
becoming  much  more  aware  of  this  important  part  of  sales  service  and  more 
discerning  in  her  choice.  Like  many  more  aspects  of  public  health  work, 
the  process  of  education  is  often  lengthy  and  arduous,  but  I  feel  that 
the  message  of  food  hygiene  has  now  got  firmly  through  to  both  trader  and 
consumer  alike. 

With  yet  another  year  gone,  it  is  disappointing  to  still  see  the 
market  project  at  the  plan  stage  only,  but  I  understand  prospects  of  a 
start  are  brighter  for  1962*  Meanwhile,  the  existing  market  stalls  are 
the  subject  of  continued  surveillance,  and  some  difficulties  have  been 
experienced  with  indiscriminate  disposal  of  rubbish  by  various  traders. 
However,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  market  management,  offenders  have 
been  firmly  warned  regarding  their  future  conduct  in  this  practice.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION

smoke-filter  apparatus  in  the  offices,  and  the  data  therefrom  forwarded 
through  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  the  Department  of  the  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research* 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

In  addition  to  maintaining  the  weekly  collection  routine,  the 
Department  has  concentrated  on  a  drive  to  increase  waste  paper  recovery, 
and  by  the  year  end  the  results  were  quite  heartening  -  a  total  of  48  tons 
10  cwts.,  3  qrs.,  being  sold  for  £439»  8s.  6d.  as  against  10  tons, 

6  cwts.,  0  qrs.  and  an  income  of  £72.  2s*  Od.  in  the  previous  year* 

■  Apart  from  the  substantial  contribution  made  towards  the  township* s 
economy,  the  elimination  of  so  much  paper  from  our  tip  eases  disposal 
worries  somewhat.  Nevertheless,  there  is  still  a  considerable  amount  of 
waste  paper  being  placed  in  dust-bins  and  which  could  be  kept  out  for 
separate  collection.  If  every  householder  would  co-operate  in  this  matter 
they  would  be  helping  to  finance  the  township’s  affairs  and  also  minimising 
disposal  worries.  It  is  a  case  of  "help  us  and  you  help  yourselves". 

Undoubtedly,  our  drive  has  been  aided  by  (a)  the  installation  of  an 
electric  baling  press,  and  (b)  the  securing  of  a  five-year  contract  with 
a  large  mill.  The  former  produces  more  and  better  bales  (and  relieves 
the  attendant  of  considerable  manual  strain),  and  the  latter  ensures 
regular  collections  at  standard  prices. 

As  always,  I  cannot  let  the  opportunity  pass  without  paying  tribute 
to  the  Department’s  personnel  in  maintaining  this  regular  and  important 
service  for  the  community.  They  tend  to  be  "unsung  heroes"  with  an  often 
unenviable  task  to  perform,  but  I  think  that  our  township  has  once  again 
been  well  served  by  them.
